The Lyon Geunty Times in its 
last issue showed where a dam 
could be built in the Carson river 
where sufficient water could be 
stored, when it runs to waste, to 
irrigate all the arable land in the 
valleys of Lyon and Ormsby coun- 
ties. 


The Enterprise desires to call at- 
tention to the fact that by building 
another dam near Cooney’s ranch, 
eight miles below Dayton—a most n 
advantageous place enough water 
can be stored to irrigate nearly all 
the arable land in Churchill county, | = 
most of which is described by a 
savant as “the best second-class soil 
in the world.” 

By the proper expenditure of 
81,000,000 this State could place it- 
self in the foremost ranks among 
the bright galaxy forming the 
greatest Union on earth. There 
lives no man to deny this who 
knows aught of our soil and cli- 
mate, and our vast territory. What 
is the matter, then? Why, it is 
simply because we are removed 
800 miles from a seaport—the prin- 
cipal attractions of which were 
built by our productions. 

But the attractions will not al- 
ways be away from us. It will 
soon be know that the most lus- 
cious berries and fruits, vegetables 
and cereals, meat, game, fish, and 
everything that nature responds to 
in harmony to the warm, temper- 
ate sun which shines over us, is 
ours to enjoy. 

The best.experience of irrigation 
is that it takes six or seven years 
to thoroughly saturate the soil and 
after that but very little will suf- 
fice to raise good crops.

Walker Lake, in this State, is un- 
dergoing the same experience from 
the irrigation that is going on in 
Mason Valley, but when the soil 
there gets saturated it will require 
a great deal less water to irrigate 
it, and then the lake will rise again. | wi 

Take the orange orchards of Los 
Angeles and San Diego counties, 
The land there has been thoroughly | » 
saturated from artesian and ditch 
water, and now it needs no further 
irrigation. So with this State, let 
the work of saturation be but 
thoroughly done ence and it will 
last for a quarter of a century.

Royal Visitors in Berlin. 

BRIAN, Nov. 18.—The Czar of Rus- 
sia arrived in Berlin this morning. 
The preparations to receive him were 
in keeping with his rank. At 100’clock 
the Alexander regiment, in parade 
uniform, acted as aGuard of Honor to 
the depot. The company of the Sec- 
ond regiment of the guards, with a 
band and colors, and ove company of 
the Alexander regiment, with colors, 
were stationed in front of the Russian 
Embassy. Prince William, of Prus- 
sia, went to Wittenburg early this 
moroing to join the train of the Rus- 


siaa Imperial family at Berlin. At 
the depot were gathered the royal 
Russian Princes. The hereditary 
Prince, of Sexe, Duke John Micklen- 
vurg Schwerin, General Von Molike, 
and all of the Generals of Berlin and 
Paisdam garrisons were present at the 
arrival of the Imperial train. At 1090 
A. M. the Czar in front of the 
Guard of Honor at the depot, bein 
avcompanied by Prince William an 
General Von Moltke. Emperor Wil- 
liam started for the Russian Embassy 
at 11 o’elock. The Czar and Czarina 
were driven to the Embassy. The 
Czar, with Prince William, of Prussia, 
accepted an open cairiage, drawo by 
four horses. Both wore Russian un- 
forms. The Czarina and Princess 
William followed in a close carriage 
Dense crowds of people were collected 
from the N gate to the 
Lehrte depot, and the Imperial — 
were greeted most enthusiastically as 
they pas-e along the thoroughfare. 
Arriving at the Embassy the Czar 
received three flags. The Colonel of 
the Alexander regiment, a General 
officer, a non-commissioned Officer and 
a private reported themselves to act as 
orderlies. The Czar and Prince Wil- 
liam alighted in front of the Embassy 
at II A. u., pa along in tront of the 
Guard of Honor, which was drawn up 
there.

After the three flags of the 
Alexander regiment were delivered to 
the Czar, the Guard of Honor at the 


Embassy marched past the building 


before both Eniperors, who stood to- 
gether ata window. The Emperor re- 
mained at the Embassy three-quarters 
of an hour and then returned to the 
Palace. He was warmly cheered by 
the people. At 11:30 the Czar, accom- 
panied by General Von Worder, fe- 
turued the Ewperora visit. 


A Bad Onatilook for Workmen. 

Pitrspure, Nov. 18.—The 12 steel 
rail macufacturers of the couotry an- 
nounce that they have decided to 
order a general suspension of work in 


their industry. When, is not stated, 
but the first day of December is ex- 
— to bo the time. The 12 manu- 
acturers are confe:ring together here, 
and give as a reason for the suspen- 
sion the unsatisfactory condition of 
rail making. The suspension will 
throw an immense number of men 
out of employment, not only in the 
mulls, but in the coke regions of this 
section. It is estimated that fully one- 
third of the coke output will be thrown 
on the market, aud this will not only 
redace the price, but may resultina 
shutdown of a large portion of the 
ovens, and consequentiy reduce the 
number of workmen. The fact of a 
redaction of wages in the works at 
Troy is taken as an indication that 
wages will be lower next year.

disastrous, The shortness of the 
grass crop consequent upon the 
drouth of the preceding Summer, 
combined with the deep snow and 
excessive cold of the Winter, de- 
stroyed range cattle in numbers 
amounting to very many thous- 
ands. Horses suffered much less 
than cattle,as they have a better 
organization for digging in the 
snow, and sheep still less than 
horses, for the most of them had 
feed and shelter. The lessons 
taught by the losses of the year, 
have turned the attention of the 
stockmen more generally to the 
production of grasses and other 
forage plants, More hay has been 
put up the present. season than 
ever before. 

The following is the estimated 
number of domestic animals by the 
assessors of the several counties of 
the Territory, and other reliable 
sources, for this present year, to 


The grades of cattle, horses and 
sheep in this Territory is of a high 
order,and every farmer, ranchman 
and stock-grower is striving to im- 
prove and gather a still better class 
of stock. The wool gathered this 
year from the sheep in this Terri- 
tory has principally been shipped 
and sold and must have produced 
over $1,000,000, while the income 
from the sales of horses and beef 
cattle has been large and full of re- 
muneration. The total assessed 
value of taxable property for the 
present year is $60,200, 000.

Alfalfa as a Horse Feed. 


B. F. Johnson writes the New 
York Tribune: Intelligent and ob- 
servant horsemen tell us the Cal- 
ifornia two-year-old thoroughbred 
is, as an average, quite as well 
grown and as fully developed as 
the three-year-old of our side of 
the mountains, This, they say, is 
probably owing to the mildness of 
the climate, and a green forage all 
the year round, if needed—that 
keeps a colt growing right along. 
These are, no doubt, good reasons; 
but possibly they do not embrace 


allof them. Has it ever been suf- 
ficiently considered whether the 
feeding of alfalfa (lucerne) green 

and dry may not have something 
to do with the rapid growth and 
size attained at an early age? We 
know there are no better pastures 
in the world for putting on fat and 
flesh than those of Kentacky, 
where blue grass abounds, sup- 
ported by timothy and clover, red 
and white: and we know, too, that 
in spite of these advantages, Ken- 
tucky bred stock is losing in size 
and weight every year—however 
it m y gain in quality. And the 
same is to a certain extent true of 
the bluegrass, timothy and clover 
pastures ot the entire bluegrass 
region west of the Alleghanies and 
north of the Ohio river. In view 
of these several facts, will it not be 
worth while to try experiments 
with alfalfa and learn by actual 
trial whether it may not do for 
Eastern stock what is has done for 
that of the Pacific Slope—given it 
the lead in fast and fine horses, 
with other kinds of stock to be 
heard from later on? 


How Much Wool do We Grow? 


This has apparently been an in- 
determinable matter, as estimates 
differ in regard to it so widely. 
Last year, for instances, the De- 
partment of Agriculture made the 
production of that year 285,000,000 


ounds while James Lynch placed 
it at $22,300,000 pounds. And now 
the Bureau of Statistics of the 
Treasury Department in its “Wool 
and Manufacturers of Wool,” claims 
that the Department of Agricul- 
ture on an avera e places its figures 
15 per cent below the actual pro- 
duct. If this were true of last 
year’s figures it would figure up 
over 5,000,000 pounds above Mr. 
Lynch’s total. What is the truth 
about all this, and how is it to be 
ascertained.
